In 
the instant case the different inventions involve distinct methods with each method 
capable of supporting a separate patent. The claimed method of Group I is directed to 
an outcome (increasing nucleotide transfer into cells) which is patentably distinct from 
the method of Group II (a method of inducing tumor regression). A search of one group 
would not be co-extensive with the other and hence would be burdensome. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
